to Missouri by im m igrants fro m ' 
Virginia. 
When the Missouri Compromise 
was fram ed in 1820 and the state 
authorized to form a constituti n, 
it was declared in the act of con­ 
gress that schools should be for­ 
ever encouraged in the new state. 
A provision of this act was “one 
or more schools shall be estab­ 
lished in each congressional tow n­ 
ship as soon as necessary and the 
children of the 
pool 
shall 
be 
taught free.” 
The long fight of Missourians 
for an 
adequate 
public 
school 
system began in 1812 w hen con­ 
gress of the United States created 
Missouri a special territory of the 
second class and in the act it was 
said “ that schools and the means 
of education shall be encouraged 
and provided for from the public 
lands of the United States within 
the territory as congress may di­ 
rect.” 
From the year 1812 the 
fight 
continued with little progress. In 
spite of many attem pts it was not 
until the year 1874 that adequate 
provision was m ade 
for 
public 
education. What little had 
been 
iccomplished prior to 
crumbled 
during the civil war. Before that 
time the public 
school 
existed 
side by side with the subscription 
school and in most cases of far 
less importance in the education tl 
history of the country than 
the 
latter. 
The standard of the subscrip­ 
tion school varied with 
the 
re­ 
quirem ents of the community m 
which it was conducted. In many 
cases especially in the early day 
those who taught 
w ere 
almos 
v\ holly incompetent. They possess­ 
'd little knowledge and in som< 
cases the moral standards sot for 
them w ere very low. In others 
me» of education and ability or­ 
ganized and taught 
subscription 
schools, and many educated m in­ 
isters conducted schools through 
out the country. In one com muni 
ty you would find a private 
oi 
ubscriptino school of the highest 
typt 
while the opposite existed in 
the adjoining neighborhoods. 
Back in the 
early 
seventie 
when the present site 
of 
Steele 
was known and referred to as 
“The Thorn Pond”—with a small 
settlement at Upper Cooter and 
another on Pemiscot Bayou near 
Denton- two schools w ere opene 
hi the territory now 
designate 
is Consolidated 
School 
Distri: 
No. 8. 
The first school in the 
Uppc 
Cooter district was taught by a 
talented and educated young wo­ 
man by the name of Carson, in 
small log house

Uncle 
Billie Brooks was one of the first 
pupils, and we have his word for 
it that Miss Carson was a good 
teacher.

Fewest Horses on Farms Since 
1872

counts as County Treasurer, but 
that at that time the state audi­ 
tors, now checking over the books 
of the various county offices here, 
had not begun tne audit of her 
office, being at work at that.tim e 
on the records 
of 
the 
County 
Clerk's office. It was further stat­ 
ed at that time, Mr. Loebe says 
that Mr. Peck, of the Peck Audit­ 
ing Company

Garuthersville, 
had come to Charleston and con­ 
ducted a private 
audit 
of 
Miss 
Lee's accounts, the books 
being 
taken out at night and restored to 
th e office before morning.

Insofar as I 
have been able to learn there is

A provision of this act was "one

The long fight of M issourians 
for an 
adequate 
public 
school 
ystem began in 1812 when con- 
ress of the United States created 
Missouri a special territory of the 
econd class and in the act it was 
lid “ that schools and the m eans 
>f education shall be encouraged 
md provided for from the public 
lands of the United States within 
the territory as congress may di­ 
rect.” 
From the year 1812 the 
fight 
continued with little progress. In 
?pito of m any attem pts it was not 
until the year 1874 that adequate 
provision was made 
lor 
public 
lueation. What little had 
been 
iccompli.shcd prior to 
crum bled 
luring the civil war. Before that 
time the public 
school 
existed 
ide by side with the subscription 
school and in most cases of far 
less im portance in the education il 
history of the country than 
the 
latter. 
T he standard of the subscrip- 
ion school varied with 
the 
re- 
lu u em en ts of the com m unity in 
which it was conducted. In many 
cases especially in the early days, 
those who taught 
wore 
almost 
a holly incompetent. They possess­ 
'd little knowledge and in some 
ca es the moral standards sot foi 
them w ere very low. In others 
men of education and ability or­ 
ganized and taught 
subscription 
schools, and many educated m in­ 
isters conducted schools through­ 
out the country. In one com m uni­ 
ty you would find a private 
oi 
iubscriptmo school oi the highest 
type, while the opposite existed in 
tilt* adjoining neighborhoods.

Mr. Bailey was born in Abing-

where with the exception of about 
seven years spent 
in Texas he 
iived until the tim e of his death 
February 6, 1919. At the age of 
17, he left the M artha Washing­ 
ton College in Richmond, Virgin­ 
ia, and enlisted in the confeder­ 
ate arm y, serving four years in 
the interest of the “lost cause.” 
He fought through the siege of 
Richmond, the battle of 
Chica- 
mauga. the battle of the Wilder­ 
ness, and num erous other engage­ 
ments .

Oscar C. Bailey, a true gentle­ 
man of the old south, is not only 
rem em bered in this

C. L. Blanton, Jr., chairm an cf 
the Scott county relief committee,

was unlikely the legislature could

PLATTE COUNTY 


No hixtorv of Missouri, it may 
be safely said, could omit the his­ 
tory of Platte county. Famous to­ 
day for its fertile soil Which has 
been compared to that of the Nil« 
Platte county, historically, is also 
one of the richest counties in Mis­ 
souri. 
The county became 
a part 
of 
Missouri by the 
famous 
Platte 
Purchase of 1837 
which 
incor­ 
porated at the same time present 
day 
Atchison, 
Nodaway. 
Holt, 
Andrew and Buchanan counties. 
Prior to the purchase, persistent 
rettlers pushed into Platte county, 
chiefly trom the adjoining coun­ 
ty of Clay. Squatters at the small 
trading post of Rialto, established 
on the Missouri river in 1819 and 
at Zodoc Martin's ferry establish­ 
ed in 1828 on the Leavenworth 
road, had to be driven out with­ 
out favor or ceremony by the U. 
S. Government. In 1836 and 1837, 
however, public demand brought 
the extinction of the Indian titles, 
the purchase of the territory by 
the United States, and the incor­ 
poration of the region within the 
boundaries of Missouri. 
Immediately after the purchase, 
a flood of settlers 
poured 
into 
Platte county, mostly from K en­ 
tucky, Virginia 
and 
Tennessee, 
many of whom 
brought 
slaves 
with them In 1837, '38 
and 
'39 
roads 
and 
steamboats 
were 
crowded with incoming 
settlers 
and by 1840, when the State hid 
a population of four and one-half 
persons to the square mile, Platte 
county had twenty. In two years 
alone, 4.500 people were estim at­ 
ed to have been 
added 
to 
the 
population. 
The renowned fertility of the 
Platte and Missouri River 
bottom 
soil, the location of the county on 
these rivers, and its advantageous 
location on the western border of 
the State for trade with the In­ 
dians, with the government mili­ 
tary posts, Indian agencies 
and 
with New Mexico and Salt Lake 
were responsible for Platte coun­ 
ty’s phenomenal growth. 
March 11, 
1839, 
ninety-seven 
years ago this 
week, 
the 
first 
county court was 
organized 
at 
Martinsville — shortly afterward 
moved to Platte City. On March 
25, Judge Austin A. King, later 
governor of 
Missouri, 
presided 
over the first circuit court. Among 
the first practicing lawyers of the 
county were such 
distinguished 
men as David R Atchison, A. W. 
Doniphan and Peter H Burnett. 
Weston, the bustling emporium 
of the frontier trade, became out­ 
standing for 
its 
business 
men 
among whom were Ben Holladay 
and Bella M. Hughes. According 
to Stevens, the enterprising little 
town at one time claimed 
com­ 
mercial ascendency over St. I^ouis! 
The gold rush of 1849 brought a d ­ 
ditional activity and during ttiat 
year Holladay and Warner sent 
a train of goods valued at $70, 
000 to Salt Lake. The cultivation 
of hemp, begun in 
the 
forties, 
hkewise brought wealth to Platte 
county. By 1850 
Platte 
county 
was one of the 
foremost 
hemp 
producing regions of the 
world 
and ranked second to St. 
Louis 
among the counties of the state in 
population. 
Before 1840 
several 
religious 
denominations 
were 
active 
in 
Platte county and within only sev­ 
en years afteh the county’s organi­ 
zation, twenty-seven school dis­ 
tricts 
were 
organized 
with 
school in each. Before 1860 many 
private schools came into exis’- 
ence and in 1875 
was 
founded 
Park College, one of the present 
outstanding educational schools of 
western Missouri. 
Active in the Mormon w ar 
of 
1837, the Mexican war and 
the 
Civil war, Platte county has an 
outstanding w ar record. Possess­ 
ing a strong pro-slavery element,
